PEIPING, Nov. 16.—Eight 
Japanese fighting planes 
bombed provincial fortifica- 
tions in eastern Suiyuan pro- 
vince in an attack near Tao- 


lin, Chinese sources reported | 


today. 

Three thousand infantry troops, 
composed of Manchukuoans and 
Mongol irregulars, assisted in the 
assault against Suiyuan defend- 
ers, the reports declared. 


SIX DRIVES 

The attack was reported to have 
occurred yesterday at the Suiyuan 
city 125 miles northwest of Kalgan. 
Meagre accounts which reached 
Kweisui said the attackers launched 
six separate drives, combining in- 
fantry, planes, heavy artillery and 
tanks. 

Suiyuan provincial troops 
pulsed the offensive, the reports 
added, inflicting “heavy losses” on 
the invaders. Suiyuan commanders 
acknowledged “slight losses.” 


Recurrent fighting has been re- 
ported by Chinese sources in the 
northern province where, it is 
asserted, Japanese are attempting 
to extend their influence west- 
ward from Manchukuo, 

Chinese sources have insisted ac- 
tual fifhting is in progress between 
the Japanese-sponsored troops and 
the provincial armies. The Nan- 
king government recently requested 
evacuation of all foreigners from 
the territory on the ground the 
Chinese could not be responsible 
for their safety.

Francs and Pucks and Gold Stand- 
ards — Tom Green Gives the 
Player’s Side of It

WHEN the French france kissed the gold standard a sad/ 
adieu and started on a wild toboggan ride through the| 
hills of high finance, it knocked Canadian hockey players in 


*aris into a cocked hat. In fact, they barely missed the ash| 
cans and before it is all over Paris may lose its hockey. | 
Reliable reports are that Canadians who signed to play with | 
the Volantes and Rapides, signed on a dotted line above) 
which was a stipulation that a certain number of francs were | 
to find their way into the hands of the said player. | 


Now that the franc is no longer hog-tied to the gold 
standard, or the Bourse, or whatever was holding it, it does 
not buy nearly as many dinners as it used to. However, no 
additional francs are forthcoming for the Canadian puck- 
sters and there is much to do about it on account of all of 
them hearty appetites. 

But the intriguing part of the problem is the question of | 
how come amateur hockey players are mixed up with any-| 
thing so distressing as a contract that has to do with the | 
payment of francs to them? This is alarming, m’sieurs! 
in fact, it may be a national emergency! If France's amateur 
hockey players are drawing pay, then, according to all the 
rules that have been carefully explained to us by the 
Amateur Athletic Union of Canada, they will certainly be 
barred from the next Olympic winter games. By these same | 
rules this professional contagion will also infect all the rest | 
of France’s amateur athletes and they too will be unable to| 
go to Japan in 1940. 

Of course on the other hand, the A.A.U. of C.’s dra- 
matic warnings may be slightly exaggerated, but surely 
these elderly gentlemen from the east would not be guilty 
of such a trick, Undoubtedly the papers have got it all 
wrong again, 

It would seem, however, that if the international com- 
mittee that runs the Olympic show is going to maintain the 
amateur status interpretation that the A.A.U. of C. upholds, 
the next winter Olympics are going to have a slim entry. 
Iengland, France, Germany and Canada are all likely to be 
barred, 


Another Slant On It 


OM GREEN, former president of the Edmonton District | 

Football Association, has an original slant on this amateur| 
status fuss. He figures that the player needs some pro-} 
tection and he gives herewith his arguments, | 

“Another attempt is to be made in the near future to| 
decide the true definition of the amateur sportsman.| 
Whether progressive legislation will be the outcome is an-} 

other question, in view of the fact that previous administra- 
tors have made a joke of this particular subject. If they! 
would confine their efforts towards protecting the amateur, 
instead of enacting laws to make his sporting activities a| 
burden, they would accomplish something worthwhile. 

“For instance, the player is called upon to pay his share 
of the cost of their meetings by purchasing a scrap of 
paper called “amateur cards”, The only consolation the 
player gets is to find they have added to his discomfort | 
by some pernicious new rule. He is the victim of these | 
officials who want to dictate to him who he shall play for 
after his season's contract has expired. 

“An amateur, whether in baseball, hockey, or any other| 
branch of sport, is considered a free agent in any country 
other than Canada at the end of a season. Canadian officials | 
Say no, you must ask us where you go to give your services 
as a player. Contrast the following rule taken from a British | 
organization: ‘An amateur player is not restricted as to the) 
clubs for which he may play, provided he complies with the | 
rules of any competition in which his club or clubs may be 
engaged,’ 

“Then again, the amateur is dictated to too much by the | 
professional element, especially in hockey. He is not allowed} 
to negotiate with the professional club of his choice whom 
he desires to play for, but he must submit to what is known | 

s “territorial rights’. This is another absurdity for an 
amateur. It is an admitted fact, that Great Britain is the} 
best country for controlling sport and there is nothing over | 
there of the above nature. No amateur cards, no dictator- 
ship, no interference from professional clubs, the player is 
protected as well as governed. What is needed in Canada is 
an organization, call it an athletes’ union, or whatever you | 
like so long as its chief aim is for the protection of its 
members from this form of slavery existing in Canadian) 
sport, 


Franchises Make Dictators 

“Clubs also need a revision from the franchise system 
now in existence, One man ownership is a hindrance to pro- 
gress and all amateur clubs should be run by an executive 
committee. This would prevent one man from dictating the 
policy of the club involved. A solution would be for all 
branches of sport to run their own affairs without affiliation 
with the Amateur Athletic Union of Canada. That body 
would have enough to look after if it would confine its activi- 
ties to field and track events. This would help to solve the 
vexing question of mixing amateurs and professionals, a 
subject foreign to all sportsmen in all countries other than 
Canada.”
